dollar of national debt and currency, against which 
tin ;

la buying value, todays* dollar is worth from fifteen cents) 
to twenty live c e n ts of the dollar of the Twenties. The differ-j 
ence between ac tual value and purchasing powet is the result of 
the" fact that there is a great, world-wide shortage of many things 
th e average m a n needs— housing, to take a single familiar ex 
ample. 
Hut , comes the objection, regardless of all that, isn I it a 
fact that the ave*age man is able to own many luxuries lie 
could 
n t have afforded back in the 1920 s? 
I he answer to that is that he doesn’t own these— not in 
the proper sense* of the word own. 
I here ate two factors— one 
is the matter of mortgages, and the other is that of restrictions 
upon the use of what the man thinks he "owns. 
I he average citizen doesn’t really own his house, or his cai 
or his television set— all he owns is a mortgage. 
Moreover, be 
cause* these articles were bought in a "sellers' 
maiket under 
strongly competitive conditions, the price on them was abnorm­ 
ally high; and in innumerable cases the mortgage itself is con­ 
siderably more than any realistic valuation of the articles in 
question. 
lf a (j. I., under the “Bill of Rights," bought for $10,000 a 
house that o u g h t to scil for $5,000, and which is so flimsily built 
that it will depreciate faster than the mortgage, and if on that 
house he accepted what was in effect a I 00-per cent mortgage— 
just what does he own? Tigure it out I 
Not long ago we noted a report of the television in d u stry 
indicating that on an average 64 per cent of the price of all tele­ 
vision sets in use wa i in outstanding unpaid installments. 
I he 
percentage may have changed since then, but the point remains. 
Now, it is folly to believe that one "owns" something which 
is mortgaged for more than its present replacement value— or 
what might be its replacement value if the economic wheel 
turned a little. 
Coing on to the matter of use, the fact of the matter is 
that twenty five years ago, the American people had control of 
their government, and theiefore could regulate what their govern­ 
ment did to them, wh» rcas today the government is out of con­ 
trol aud is running the people instead of being run by them. 
* Let us try to make this point clear, and show how it affects 
ownership, by a simple example. 
Twenty five years ago the average man could take his 
money and buy stocks—-far too many did. as a matter of fact. 
When he had this stock in his possession, he then could go to any 
brokerage house, ot any of a great number of banks, and borrow 
approximately HO per cent of the market value of the securities. 
That was what was meant, of course, by the expression, ’ trading 
on 20 p r cent margin." 
Since then conditions have changed, and regulations have 
limited the amount one cun borrow on stock to vaiious amount 
at vail*»u*. tunes- -fifty per cent, twenty-five percent— under 
some ciicumstances, nothing. 
Now. no matt* i how you express the idea, isn t it clear 
that a h u n d red dollar's worth of stock is worth more when you 
can borrow $H() tin it, and less when you can bonow only 
or $50? Or, putting it another way, isn t the right of ownership 
less when the amount of borrowing value is determined, not by 
inuiket conditions— supply and demand— but by the rules and 
ordeis of starry-eyed visionaries taking advantage of a political 
situation to tty to overturn our capitalistic economy? 
In th** field of securities and investments, our government 
has swung off entirely from the mere policing of natural economic 
law s, and has seized upon the machinery for the purposes of s o ­ 
cial * xpenna ntation and revolution— without the American 
people being consulted, or giving their permission, or being able 
to do a blissed thing about it I 
And tin same point applies tj> ownership of everything else 
you can think of. lf you have a car, you can drive it only so long 
as die government permits you to buy gasoline, lf you have a 
television, the government is the one which decides whether you 
can see color or not, and supervises the programs you look at— 
throws them off tin* air on short notice if some favorite son feels a 
telaviv ion speech coining on. 
The average man of today actually owns much less than 
his father did twenty-live years ago. What he thinks he owns he is 
merely being allowed to play with by his runaway government, 
which meanwhile has busily been destroying, behind his hack, all 
ti e rights o f owiii rship. all lite piofit incentives, all the national 
st < univ ar..I all the opportunities which the father of the average 
man had twenty-five years ago.
